Moss, in his coverage of public 
power, the Taft-Hartley law, and 
foreign policy, the three topics se- 
lected for discussion, began with 
the Central Valley project. After 
discussing its formation and devel- 
opment, he stated that State pur- 
chase of the project would result in 
doubling costs to the consumers and 
delay the development of the canals, 
transmission lines, steam plants, 
and other items of the complete 
plan. 

Moss recommended an outlook of 
“fresh objectivity” toward the Taft- 
Hartley law so that “a much better 
labor relations law” could be writ- 
ten. H- ‘old students that the law 
is unjust, divides citizens into two 
groups, and is ambiguous in many 
respects. 

Foreign Policy Supported 

In his discussion of the present 
foreign policy, Moss pointed out 
that the same policy is approved 
by the Chiefs of Staff and other 
military leaders now, and that Eis- 
enhower had supported it until six 
months ago. Moss commended the 
work of Senator Vandenburg and 
other Republicans in the formation 
of a bi-partisan foreign policy but 
charged that the two present Re- 
publican policies of “all-out war” 
and “get out of Korea” will not 
serve to answer any problem but 
will expose western Europe to Com- 
munist aggression. 

Graves began his discussion of 
the three topics by stating “we are 
losing at the conference table what 
we won in the battle.” He said that 
U. S. foreign policy had failed be- 
cause of mistakes made at Yalta, 
Teheran, and Potsdam where “we 
sold many countries down the 
river.” Graves believed that the

Dr. Adler’s career has been bril- 
liant and was the subject of a full 
length feature in TIME, March 17, 
1952. He was educated in the pub- 
lic schools in New York City and 
at Columbia University, where he 
later taught psycholosgry. Recently 
he moved to San Francisco to es- 
tablish the Institute of Philosophi- 
cal Research, endowed by the Ford 
Foundation. 

Dr. Adler spoke last year at SSC 
on the topic of liberal education. 
He calls himself a conservative 
rebel who believes that the word 
“education” has limitless possibili- 
ties. He does not hold to the con- 
cept that learning is over with 
school or college. He believes that 
wisdom begins when you realize, 
usually only after college is five or 
ten years behind you, that you know 
very little. Once you have reached 
this conclusion, there is hope for 
you. 

According to Dr. Adler, the adult 
must follow for himself through- 
out his life a curriculum of studies 
which have been confirmed by the 
centuries as the basic content of 
liberal education. As a guide to this 
liberal self-education, Dr. Adler 
wrote “How to Read a Book,” one 
of the few books by a professor to 
reach the best-setier lists. 

Topic Described 

His topic “Character and Intelli- 
gence” is described as follows: “Our 
everyday experience shows us that 
men can have the virtues of mind— 
knowledge and skill—without hav- 
ing good moral characters. It also 
shows us that men can have the 
moral virtues of character without. 
having trained intelligence or cul- 
tivated intellects. Yet the deeper

He urged that 
the Chinese guerillas be equipped 
to fight the Chinese Communists 
in South China. He declared that 
preparedness was necessary and 
| that “we must pay for this prepar 
| edness and expect high taxes, but 
we want a dollar back for each we 

pay in.” 
Pro-labor Law 

Graves described the Taft-Hart- 
ley law as being a “pro-labor” law, 
| “a bill of rights for the unien man 
| but not for the bosses of labor.” 
He assured students that Republi- 
cans were aware that the law was 
| not perfect but had been thwarted 
| in their attempts at change by the 
| Democratic administration. 

Graves claimed that the Demo- 
crats have slowed up the irrigation 
part of the Central Valley Project 
in order to build electrical plants 
to compete with private enterprise.
